THE “WEBSTER” CONTROVERSY. 

Noah Webster will always be gratefully 
remembered in American literature for his 
double service both in his pioneer work in 
behalf of copyright and in that first dictionary 
of the American language which bore his 
name and the impress of his work. He did 
the notable thing of recognizing that the 
English language in America had a character 
of its own, partly in the development of new 
words, or, as in many “Yankeeisms,” the 
preservation or resuscitation of old forms 
disused in the mother country, and partly in 
differences of orthography, as notably in the 
dropping of the u from honor and the like 
words. His “American” dictionary illustrated 
the tendency in America to conserve the old 
and good forms and to progress in the direc¬ 
tion of phonetic spelling. Of his American 
spelling book, more than a million copies 
have been sold in a single year, and although 
its use is decreasing, it is still in vogue in 
many parts of the country. The modest vol¬ 
ume of his American dictionary became the 
precursor of a remarkable series of dic¬ 
tionaries, large and small, comprehensive and 
condensed—the work, as scholarship grew 
and American literature extended, of suc¬ 
ceeding editors and compilers, scholars who 
entered into the spirit of his work and con¬ 
tinued its influence long after his life and his 
copyrights had expired. The Webster series, 
starting from this personal source, has of late 
years been in the hands of the G. & C. Mer- 
riam Co., of Springfield, Mass., and culmi¬ 
nated in Webster’s International, published in 


1890. For years the Worcester dictionaries, 
published by the Lippincott house, were, prac¬ 
tically the only rival of the Webster series. 
Later the Century Dictionary, founded on 
John Ogilvie’s Imperial English dictionary of 
1850, (itself originally an expansion of Web¬ 
ster’s early dictionary,) but broadened with 
all the resources of American scholarship into 
the greatest single dictionary of the English 
language yet completed, and the remarkable 
Standard Dictionary of Messrs. Funk & Wag- 
nalls, have added to the reputation of Ameri¬ 
can lexicography. The culminating triumph 
of English lexicography, the great historical 
dictionary of the Philological Society of Eng¬ 
land, edited by Dr. Murray and his associates, 
is yet many years from completion. 

Besides this Webster series the name “Web- 
. ster” has been used for certain dictionaries 
such as the school Websters published by the 
American Book Company, which are under¬ 
stood to be under arrangement with the 
Messrs. Merriam, and also for dictionaries in 
more or less opposition to the series issued 
by Messrs. Merriam and unauthorized by 
them. For the most part these have not at¬ 
tempted to compete with such monumental 
works as the Webster International Diction¬ 
ary, but have filled a more modest field. The 
Merriam house has sought in several cases to 
restrain other publishers from using the title 
“Webster’s Dictionary,” and in some instances 
relief has been granted, not because of the 
use of the phrase “Webster’s Dictionary” as 
an infringement of copyright, since the copy¬ 
right of the original Webster’s Dictionary ex¬ 
pired generations ago and the earlier editions 
are perfectly open to reprint, but because the 
work complained of had the effect of deceiv¬ 
ing the public by the unfair use of name or 
material, and was therefore contrary to equity.. 

The volume now issued by Geo. W. Ogilvie- 
of Chicago, as Webster’s Imperial Dictionary, 
is of a more ambitious nature, and revives the 
former controversy. The trade are entitled: 
to be informed on the several aspects of this 
controversy, and it should be said frankly 
that the use of the word “Webster” is not in 
itself in contravention of copyright law. It 
is, however, meaningless, except as a catch¬ 
word, on any dictionary which is not in con¬ 
tinuation of and a part of the Webster series. 
If, however, the new work comprises and is 
built upon the material of the Webster’s Inter¬ 
national Dictionary, there would seem to be 
claim under the copyright laws that such use 
of dictionary material within the period of the 
copyright of the Webster International would 
be an infringement of the copyright of that die- 
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tionary, not because of the use of the word 
“Webster’s” but because of the use of the 
material, which, quite as much as the title, 
is the subject of copyright. The courts have 
shown an increasing tendency to protect copy¬ 
righted material, even though in altered form; 
and this point seems to be the crux of the 
present controversy. It is at least to be re¬ 
gretted that Mr. Ogilvie in publishing a 
dictionary of such importance as that which 
he is now pushing, had not chosen to let the 
work stand on its own merits, without con¬ 
fusing its origin by the use of the word 
“Webster.” The trade will watch with inter¬ 
est the outcome of the litigation, in which 
Messrs. Merriam seem to be seeking to prove 
that Mr. Ogilvie has used material copy¬ 
righted by them, and in which Mr. Ogilvie 
is seeking in turn to restrain the Merriam. 
company from interfering with the sale of his 
dictionary by raising in the trade fears of 
present or future interference with it. 


There are persistent rumors within and 
without the trade of a contemplated amalga¬ 
mation of the Appleton house with the Harper 
house—as to which, however, there is no 
authoritative statement. The rumor is based 
upon the facts that Mr. Wm. W. Appleton 
has become Chairman of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Appleton company, a more hon¬ 
orary and less active position than that of 
President; that two other members of the 
Appleton family have been retired from the 
Board of Directors; that Mr. J'. M. Sears has 
become President, and Mr. Geo. S. Emery 
Second Vice-president, both of these gentle¬ 
men having been associated with the Harper 
house; and that Mr. Roy Mason, formerly 
of the Sun, has become advertising manager 
for the Appletons. It is understood that Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan has in large measure 
financed both the Sun and the Harper house 
in recent years, and the new directorate of 
the Appleton corporation is thought to point 
in the same direction. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Colonel Prentiss Ingraham, of Chicago, 
said to have been the author of more than 
one thousand novels, is dead at Beauvoir, 
Miss., at the age of sixty years. Colonel In¬ 
graham was born at Natchez, Tenn., and was 
the son of the Rev. Joseph H. Ingraham, who 
was the author of “A Prince of the House of 
David.” He served in the Confederate army 
as colonel, and after the war began writing 
stories, which were published in various week¬ 
ly papers and in book form. For years he 
turned out a novel every few weeks. 


AN ANTHOLOGY OF IRISH LITERA¬ 
TURE. 

A monumental anthology, “Irish Litera¬ 
ture,” of which Dr. Justin McCarthy is edi¬ 
tor-in-chief, with Dr. Douglas Hyde, Lady 
Gregory, Dr. Maurice F. Egan and J. Jeffrey 
Roche as associate editors, is to be one of the 
interesting results of the present “Celtic 
movement,” or revival of Irish literature. 
The work will appear in ten volumes of four 
hundred and fifty pages each, with numerous 
illustrations in black and white and color, 
being published in this country by John D. 
Morris & Co., of Philadelphia. Its purpose is 
set forth by Dr. McCarthy as being “to give 
to the reading world a comprehensive, if only 
rapid, glance at the whole development of lit¬ 
erary art in prose and poetry from the open¬ 
ing of Ireland’s history.” So many Irish 
writers are, in the popular mind, simply 
names in English literature, that this anthol¬ 
ogy will reveal to a surprising extent how 
great has been the influence of Ireland on 
English letters. The names of Swift, Gold¬ 
smith, Sterne, Knowles, Steele, Sheridan, 
Burke, Tyndall, Lefanu, Aubrey De Vere, Ber¬ 
nard Shaw, Lecky, Mahaffy, Richard Burton, 
James Bryce, are but a few that come to mind 
in this connection, aside from such distinc¬ 
tively Irish names as Moore, Lever, Lover, 
Edgeworth, Carleton and Boucicault. Charles 
Welsh is managing editor, and with his edi¬ 
torial associates has had the assistance of an 
advisory committee consisting of Stephen 
Gwynne, G. W. Russell, Standish O’Grady, 
John E. Redmond, D. J. O’Donoghue and Pro¬ 
fessor F. N. Robinson, of Harvard, who have 
selected the material to be included. 

Articles on special departments of Irish lit¬ 
erature will be contributed by the editors and 
by other chosen writers. Among them 
Charles Welsh will give “A Brief Glance at 
Irish History” and “Fairy and Folk Tales of 
Ireland;” W. B. Yeats will treat “Modern 
Irish Poetry;” Douglas Hyde, “Early Irish 
Literature;” Maurice Francis Egan, “Irish 
Novels;” D. J. O’Donoghue, “Irish Wit and 
Humorand Stephen Gwynne, “The Irish 
Literary Theatre.” Brief biographical and 
critical sketches of each author represented in 
the anthology will accompany the extracts; 
there will be a glossary of Irish words and 
terms, and full and exhaustive indexes; the 
illustrations will include portraits and his¬ 
toric scenes and many facsimiles of illumi¬ 
nated manuscripts, old prints, etc. The tenth 
volume will be devoted to the Celtic lan¬ 
guage, containing brief biographies of ancient 
Celtic writers, translations from whose writ¬ 
ings appear elsewhere in the work; many 
folk tales, ancient proverbs and songs, and sto¬ 
ries and sketches by modern Irish writers 
printed in Gaelic, with the English translation 
facing the text. It will be seen that the work 
possesses unusual interest, as the first com¬ 
plete survey of Irish life and letters—an en¬ 
cyclopaedia of Irish thought, character and tra¬ 
ditions; and it has been aptly said that its 
showing, as a whole, must be to present to 
many readers “a veritable expansion of Ire¬ 
land, so many great names are involved for 
which England commonly gets all the glory ” 
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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN STEVENS’ IN¬ 
DEX TO ARCHIVES OF THE 
AMERICAN REVOLUTION. 

It is stated that the “magnum opus” of the 
late Benjamin Franklin Stevens, “of Ver¬ 
mont”—his great handwritten index to the of¬ 
ficial papers bearing upon the American Rev¬ 
olution, contained in European archives—has 
been completed by the efforts of Mrs. Stevens 
and her late husband’s partner, Henry John 
Brown, and that the final ten volumes have 
been placed in the binder’s hands. 

Benjamin Franklin Stevens during his long 
career as a London bookseller and importing 
agent, made.the preparation of this index his 
special personal activity. For thirty years or 
more he and the twenty or more secretaries, 
whom lie paid out of his own pocket, collected 
the necessary material. At the end of that 
time they had catalogued all the documents 
relating to the Revolution in the possession 
of the English Government, in the private 
collections of Great Britain, and in the official 
archives of Spain, France and Holland. There 
were something more than 161,000 items in¬ 
dexed in this way, and 180 folio volumes, of 
500 pages each, to catalogue the character and 
location of every one. At first it had been 
hoped that the United States Government 
would subsidize the work, and later that when 
completed it would be purchased for the 
Library of Congress. A bill authorizing such 
purchases was introduced in the House, and 
favorably reported, but the matter then fell 
through, and Mr. Stevens made no attempt 
for other disposition of it, although he es¬ 
timated that it had cost him about $100,000. 

After Mr. Stevens’ death, two years ago, it 
was decided to complete the index, the mate¬ 
rial having been left in an advanced state of 
preparation. The one hundred and eighty vol¬ 
umes, which are said to be written out in a 
“copperplate” handwriting, comprise three se¬ 
ries, one, of fifty volumes, which gives the list 
of the European documents bearing upon the 
period treated, in the order in which the va¬ 
rious documents appear in the different for¬ 
eign archives; another, of one hundred vol¬ 
umes, which gives the papers in chronological 
order, with a minute description of each; and 
a third, of thirty volumes, which contains a 
list of the 161,000 items in alphabetical order, 
w ith, in most cases, the names of both writers 
and receivers in double entry. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

F. Marion Crawford is spending the sum¬ 
mer on his estate in Sorrento, having dis¬ 
patched to his publishers the ms. of his new 
novel, “Whosoever Shall Offend.” The story’s 
scenes are laid in modern Rome and Sicily. 

Mrs. Meynell has undertaken to edit for 
Grant Richards’s “Smaller Classics” a selec- 
tion from the poems of Herbert, Crashaw, 
Vaughan and Treherne. It will probably ap¬ 
pear under the title of “The Mystics,” (sev¬ 
enteenth century.) 

Jacob A. Rus is spending the summer in 
Copenhagen, having finished correcting the 
proofs of his new book, “Is There a Santa 
Claus ?’ which will appear in the autumn with 


the Macmillan imprint. Some children wrote 
to ask him that question, and the book is his 
reply. 

Miss Alice Farwell Brown is summering 
at Isle au Haut, Me. A third edition has just 
been called for of her recent book, “In the 
Days of Giants.” Another author who is 
visiting Maine is Clara Louise Burnham, who 
is at Bailey Island as usual. She has just 
finished a sequel to “Jewel,” entitled “Jewel’s 
Story Book,” which is to appear this fall. 

Booth Taricington, author of “The Two 
Vanrevels” and “The Gentleman from In¬ 
diana,” has returned to America after nearly 
a year’s stay in Europe. He lived in Rome 
last winter, and has been spending most of 
the spring and summer in Paris. Fie will live 
next winter in New York, and expects to 
spend his time studying phases of political 
life and continuing the political stories which 
he has been writing for McClure's Magazine. 

The question of the identity of the “Billy,” 
to whom Stewart Edward White dedicated 
his book, “The Forest,” has at last been satis¬ 
factorily settled. A literary personal having 
stated that “Billy” was Mr. White’s half- 
breed guide, its dictum has generally been ac¬ 
cepted by readers. But his publishers now 
definitely announce that “Billy” was the au¬ 
thor’s special name for Miss Grant, of Santa 
Barbara, Cal., who is now Mrs. Stewart Ed¬ 
ward White. 

Gelett Burgess spends his summer at 
Scituate, Mass. In a corner of an adjacent 
orchard he has built a little house composed 
entirely of packing cases. This building, 
which he has named the “Goop Hotel,” con¬ 
sists of four rooms, two stories and a stair- 
way, piazza, doors, and windows complete, 
the whole ground plan covering an area of 
only six by eight feet. The rooms are high 
enough for a child of four to stand erect, and 
the exploration of the residence, to an adult, 
is achieved with considerable difficulty. The 
upper chamber measures only three feet 
square, and here Mr. Burgess has spent 
hours .of seclusion in writing. The house is 
an object of interest to children for miles 
about, and has been the scene of numerous tea 
parties. 

Jaakoff Prelooker, editor of The Anglo - 
Russian, a periodical published in London, is 
preparing the first novel dealing with events 
of the Russo-Japanese War. A Russian 
count, formerly adjutant of the Czar but now 
a leader of the revolutionary party, is the 
hero, and the heroine is an English girl of in¬ 
dependent means, who has been trained as a 
nurse. Arrangements are being made for the 
simultaneous publication of the book in Eng¬ 
land and America. The author not long ago 
published a series of articles in the Russian 
language appealing to the Russian constitu¬ 
tional reformers to cease their internal dis¬ 
sensions and to unite for a common cause. 
He followed these up by a visit to the Con- 
tment, where he personally interviewed many 
of the Russian political leaders, and the inner 
ife of the revolutionary movement, with the 
latest developments of which he has thus 
familiarized himself, forms the background of 
his romance. 
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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Boston Investigator, which was 
founded by Abner Kneeland in 1831, and is 
said to be the oldest free thought or liberal 
newspaper in the world, has been consolidated 
with the New York Truth Seeker. 

The current Scottish Historical Review 
contains an article by A. H. Millar on “The 
Scottish Ancestors of President Roosevelt 
and essays on “The Danish Ballads,” by W. 
P. Ker; and on “The Mediaeval Stage,” by 
Mary Bateson. 

The September Century contains an article 
entitled “Hidden Egypt,” by Mrs. Agnes 
Smith Lewis, of Cambridge, Mass., describing 
the adventures of herself and her sister, Mrs. 
Gibson, in a search for manuscripts among 
the Coptic monasteries of Egypt and Nitria, 
to which they were the first women ever ad¬ 
mitted. Mrs. Lewis has made one of the 
greatest biblical discoveries of the nineteenth 
century—an ancient Syriac text of the four 
gospels. 

That magazines occasionally indulge in a 
real newspaper “scoop” is shown by the en¬ 
terprise of Leslie's Monthly Magazine in se¬ 
curing the exclusive story of the kidnapping 
and capture of Ion H. Perdicaris, told by 
himself, by getting into correspondence with 
Perdicaris by courier while he was still in the 
clutches of Raissuli, the Morocco bandit. The 
story, which is said to be well told and vitally 
interesting, will appear in the September 
number. 

The Providence Journal Co. have issued 
for private distribution “Half a Century with 
the Providence Journal,” being a record of 
the events and associates connected with the 
past fifty years of the life of Henry R. Davis, 
secretary of the company. The Journal serves 
a wealthy and generous community and has 
championed many public movements. Its 
history and that of its several editors and 
many contributors, together with many por¬ 
traits of great interest, make a most readable 
volume. 

Henry Mills Alden on Tuesday, August 
16, completed the thirty-fifth year of his edi¬ 
torship of Harper's Magazine, to which he 
was graduted from the editorship of Harper's 
Weekly, a position he had filled for six years. 
Mr. Alden began his life-work as a school 
teacher, later wrote editorials for The Even¬ 
ing Post and The New York Times during 
the administrations of William Cullen Bryant 
and Henry J. Raymond, and began his long 
connection with the house of Harper by edit¬ 
ing for them “The Pictorial History of the 
Civil War.” 

The September number of The World's 
Work is the first to be printed in Doubleday, 
Page & Co/s own press rooms in their new 
building in East Sixteenth Street, New York. 
The difficulties under which the printing has 
heretofore been done have been great. The 
August number, for example, containing near¬ 
ly 7,000.000 separate sheets was printed in 
three different places, bound in a fourth and 
much of the edition mailed in a fifth. Both 
Country Life in America and The World's 
Work manufacturing departments, it is hoped, 
will be fully installed in another month.

As usual, record 
and brief description of the most important 
accessions in books, manuscripts, maps, etc., 
are given. Among these may be noted “Tu- 
kaio-li; or, The Two Fair Cousins, a Chi¬ 
nese novel from the French versions of M. Abel 
Remusat,” published in London in 1827, in 
two volumes. The copy contains manuscript 
notes by Leigh Hunt and a few by Carlyle. 
Of Leigh Hunt’s notes the following are 
quoted: “Finished the third regular reading 
of this curious and delightful book, Septem¬ 
ber 18, 1837. L. H.” “Finished my fourth 
reading with increased admiration and with 
gratitude for comfort in great distress, Feb¬ 
ruary 21, 1853. L. H.” Does not this offer a 
hint to some publisher to include this “curious 
and delightful” book, wholly unknown to the 
present generation of readers, in some series 
of literary reprints? 

The Macmillan Company is preparing a 
new edition of Dr. Edward Everett Hale’s 
“Memories of a Hundred Years,” which was 
so well received on its publication two years 
ago and is now out of print. The author has 
added three new chapters. One tells the 
story of his childhood, his boyhood, his and 
his brother Nathan’s achievements as chil¬ 
dren, his school and college days, and his 
ministry at Worcester, Mass., dwelling es¬ 
pecially upon the good causes of those days, 
including the Irish Immigration Movement 
and the Emigrant Aid Company in which Dr. 
Hale was especially interested. In “The His¬ 
tory of Magazines” he tells about the starting 
and the early numbers of various magazines 
in which he was interested and about their 
editors. “Then and Now” is an attempt to 
present a contrast between the middle of the 
last century and 1904. In this chapter the 
author describes his journey from Boston to 
Washington in 1844, which was achieved in 
thirteen days and involved twenty-eight 
changes of carriage. The new edition will 
contain all the illustrations in the original 
issue. It will appear late next month. 

Among useful tools for students, or for se¬ 
rious readers, is the blank book devised by 
Melvin Hix and published by Hinds, Noble 
& Eldredge, in which may be recorded “A 
Brief Outline of the Books I Have Read.” 
The sixty-one pages contain separate sets of 
questions for fiction and the drama, for the 
essay and for lyric poetry—in all twenty-five 
descriptions can be written into the book. 
Under the heading “Fiction, Narrative Poe¬ 
try and the Drama,” spaces are left for the 
title of the book, its author, the dates of his 
birth and death, the time and scene of the 
story, principal and subordinate characters, 
preliminary events, “climax,” concluding 
events, quotations, author’s style, remarks, 
and the date of reading; under “The Essay 
and the Oration” are spaces marked for the 
title, name of author, dates of his birth and 
death, occasion which called forth the essay, 
the author’s purpose, point of view, intro¬ 
ductory arguments, conclusions, style, quota¬ 
tions, remarks, and when read; and under 


“Lyric Poetry” can be written the title, name 
of author, dates of his birth and death, kind 
of lyric, prevailing foot and line, rhyme 
scheme, stanza, introduction, central theme, 
secondary theme, conclusion, style, diction, 
etc., quotations, remarks, and when read. At 
the beginning of the volume spaces are given 
for the titles of the books, which are to form 
the “table of contents.”

for “ladies’ men,” by Anna Archbald and 
Georgina Jones, whose epigrams in “The 
Fussers Calendar” are pleasantly remem¬ 
bered. All the books mentioned are fully and 
characteristically illustrated. They announce 
also a reprint of that charming American 
classic, St. John Crevecoeur’s “Letters from 
an American Farmer,” edited by W. P. Trent, 
of Columbia, with an appendix containing 
hitherto, unpublished letters from Crevecoeur 
to Benjamin Franklin; “Crozier’s General 
Armory,” a record of nearly two thousand 
American families entitled to coat armor, ed¬ 
ited by William Armstrong Crozier; and the 
first volume of the transcription and reprint 
of “Virginia County Records,” devoted to 
abstracts of wills, deeds, marriage license 
bonds, lists of Revolutionary soldiers, and 
like documents, of Spotsylvania County, this 
work, with the Crozier volume, being pub¬ 
lished by arrangement with the Genealogical 
Society.
